This  is  in  the  same  area  that  we  have  been  focusing  during  our  coordinated 
cleanups.  I'm  unsure  if  there  is  still  fire  debris  and  or  other  debris  but  our  office 
would  like  to  see  if  we  can  move  forward  with  Friday's  cleanup  given  this 
morning's  fire  that  is  an  immediate  safety  concern.

Thank  you  for  being  part  of  the  call  today  and  part  of  this  on¬ 
going  effort.  To  summarize  our  call,  Caltrans  will  begin  no  earlier 
than  8:30am  to  give  LAFH  time  to  conduct  outreach.  They  will 
move  forward  with  a  combination  of  HazMat  clean  up,  debris 
removal,  illegal  encampment  removal,  graffiti  removal  and  fence 
repair  behind  businesses  along  the  SR-118  fwy.  Dawn,  will  check 
in  with  CT  traffic  operations  team  and  verify  if  they  can  come  and 
inspect  the  area  regarding  businesses  potentially  installing 
floodlights. 


Sanitation  will  be  present  performing  debris  removal.  Discussion 
over  the  1-day  permit  to  power  wash  on  Bradley  St  is  still  on 
going. 

Brian,  Mayor's  Office  will  check  in  to  try  to  arrange  the  mobile 
shower  unit  to  be  present  from  7  AM  -1  PM. 
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LAFH  will  start  outreach  at  location  before  the  arrival  of 
collaborating  agencies  to  ensure  cooperation  and  help  remove 
any  fears  of  displacement  or  removal.
